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LAND NATIONALISATION REVIVED 


HE last Labour Government’s failure te 

make a distinctive contribution towards 

the realisation of the Party’s traditional 
aim of land nationalisation is sharpening the 
determination of Labour’s policy-makers to 
ensure that the next Labour administration 
does not follow suit. In its statement of policy 
entitled Signposts for the Sixties, issued earlier 
this year, the Party’s Executive outlined plans 
to that end. Those official proposals have now 
been challenged by an influential group of 
experts within the Party, whose counter- 
proposals appear in the September issue of the 
periodical Socialist Commentary. 

The official proposals have as their central 
organ a Land Commission whose function would 
be to buy the freehold of land on which building, 
by private enterprise or public authorities, was 
to be sanctioned. The purchase price would be 
its value for present use plus “‘an amount 
sufficient to cover any contingent losses by the 
owner and to encourage the willing sale of land.”’ 
That method, say the challengers, would be 
administratively cumbersome; it suggests, too, 
that the acquisition of freeholds would be by 
willing sales, which might mean protracted bar- 
gaining. Moreover, a piecemeal collecting of 
sites would be unhelpful to comprehensive 
development. The alternative offered, while 
dealing with most of the aspects of land use, is 
focused upon built-up land. It works on a 
theory that buildings have a life-span which can 
be assessed and at the end of which they should 
be replaced. At that point a nationalisation 
measure, previously passed, would take prac- 
tical effect and the freehold would pass into the 
possession of the State on prescribed terms. But 
first an Act would be passed nationalising free- 
holds, with a public authority becoming the 
ground landlord. This would not affect the 
owners, tenants or sub-tenants immediately; 
they would stay put, and leases continue in 
force. Teams of qualified valuers would begin a 
systematic valuation, dealing first with the older 
buildings, assessing the life of each according to 
its age, condition and other relevant factors. 
Thus each building would be assigned a “‘statu- 
tory life” ranging from nil upwards, and taking 
80 years as a notional maximum. Then, when 
that allotted span had been completed, the land 
and buildings would “revert’’ to the public 
authority set up by the Act. Thereafter the 
authority might grant a new eighty-years’ lease 
for approved redevelopment. 

“At the end of the statutory life of the 
building, but not before’’, the scheme ordains, 
“compensation would be paid for the loss of the 
freehold,’ but not for the building, since that 
would be deemed to have ended its useful life. 
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Owner-occupiers of houses would not be 
excluded from the operation of the Act, but 
some protective concessions would be available 
to them. Undeveloped land used for agricul- 
ture, horticulture or forestry would be subject 
to an eighty-years’ lease, renewable indefinitely 
but subject to rent revisions and restriction to 
existing use. 

One of the claims made for these proposals 
is that, payment of compensation being spread 
over eighty years, ‘‘the risk of inflation through 
the payment of large sums in compensation on 
the vesting day’ is avoided. Nevertheless, 
there already exist, according to one reputable 
authority, about four million houses over 80 
years of age—a figure that suggests the exis- 
tence also of much commercial and industrial 
property of equal antiquity. The amount of 
compensation payable to their owners immedi- 
ately can hardly be dismissed as having no 
inflationary influence. The proposals, as they 
stand, offer generous scope for criticism: their 
administrative difficulties, for instance, would 
appear to be formidable. But they are not to be 
underestimated. For politicians skilled in the 
drafting of electoral manifestoes might present 
them in a manner attractive to an electorate 
rendered restless by a continuance of spec- 
tacular deals in land and property. 


WEAKNESSES IN BUILDING PRESERVATION 


MONG the Security Forces coping with the 
endless guerilla campaign to destroy 
worthy buildings, the Society for the Protection 
of Ancient Buildings has long been both the 
spearhead and the medical service. Its practice 
of discharging three annual reports at once 
undoubtedly makes a louder bang, but also 
more smoke through which it is not so easy to 
estimate the effects produced. The report for 
1958-60 shows, inevitably, casualties on both 
sides, including the retirement of Lord Esher, 
though it registers for permanent record that 
doughty spearman’s parting thrusts. In all too 
many cases it has proved impossible to with- 
stand the destructive pressure of local authori- 
ties; but among the encouraging gains that 
stand out are the accessions to the defenders’ 
side at Faversham and Ludlow, and in parts of 
Shrewsbury and Rochford; and on the ramparts 
of Southampton and the Barbican at Plymouth 
local victories have been won. The outstanding 
effect of the report is to emphasise the weakness 
of the Preservation Order as a means of pro- 
tecting old buildings. Instead of a system that 
allows nothing to be done to a building subject 
to an order before it becomes a dangerous struc- 
ture and has to be demolished, the Society urges 
that the Ministers of Housing and Works should 
be empowered to take possession by compulsory 
purchase of such buildings if they are empty and 
likely to remain so, or that the local authority 
should be required to carry out essential repairs. 


MODERNISING ALMSHOUSES 


ERVERSE obstruction on the part of some 
local authorities is complained of by the 
National Association of Almshouses in its cur- 
rent report—in this case for witholding improve- 
ment grants or loans under the Housing Acts 
for the modernising and repair of old almshouses. 
Trustées of these charities who refuse or fail to 
entertain modernisation schemes are also 
reminded that thereby they are guilty of breach 
of trust. There is the less excuse for such ob- 
struction or supineness because of the acute and 
increasing demand for suitable accommodation 
for the aged, and because the Charity Commis- 
sioners, as their own current report makes clear, 
are anxious to co-operate by amending out- 
moded old trust-deeds to give the requisite 
flexibility. How much can be done is shown by 
the National Association’s report. In ten years 
490 alms buildings have been or are in course of 
being brought up to date through the Associa- 
tion’s agency. Where the building is of out- 
standing architectural character the Minister of 
Works has made grants for its repair. Never- 
theless, 750 (that is, 55 per cent.) of the alms- 
houses affiliated to the Association remain to 
be dealt with, and over 900 are not affiliated— 
perhaps because they are in good state, but 
often, it must be suspected, owing to the apathy 
that both these excellent reports justly condemn.

ALK ata dinner I attended recently turned

his guests ‘‘to take a stroll in the garden,

Again, Dr. Proudie and his Barchester 
circle call to mind a party in a marquee on the 
lawn or a discussion under the elm trees of the 
close, rather than any intimate interest in a 
garden. 


But in his life, love for his fellow-men by 
the vicar in his parish has often been accom- 
panied by a love for the plants in his vicarage 
garden. John Ruskin suggested that ‘flowers 
only flourish rightly in the garden of someone 
who loves them,’’ and perhaps it is love rather 
than expert knowledge that is the hall-mark of 
a true gardener.

Many of the plants were sent to 
Ellacombe or collected by him from 
France, Italy, or Ireland, or from 
other English gardens. Miss Jekyll 
mentions ‘“‘Canon Ellacombe’s most 
interesting garden at Bitton,’’ where 
she first saw Nandina domestica, 
the Chinese so-called sacred bam- 
boo. Plants were sent from Kew 
to Bitton and from Bitton to Kew. 
Vicary Gibbs sent him Ribes lauri- 
folium (male) from his well-stocked 
garden at Aldenham, Hertfordshire. 
Evodium romanum came from the 
Colosseum in Rome, and from Italy, 
too, the Canon’s father had brought 
the black pansy. 

He enjoyed the visitors that his 
garden brought him, always load- 
ing them with plants and cuttings. 
Mr. E. A. Bowles, Miss Willmott 
and the Provost of Eton, Dr. Warre, 
were among the many friends re- 
quested to come again. His courage 
and tenacity in conducting them 
round himself in his later years, 
when he was failing in health, was 
typical. 

After all, a man who had 
hunted for plants over the steep and 
difficult Muscera Pass from Switzer- 
land into Italy when he was over 80, 
sitting placidly on his horse, which 
was “‘more often than no on its 
head or its knees,’’ would not give 
in easily when it came to walking 
round his own garden. 

Canon Ellacombe died during 
the first World War a few days be- 
fore his 94th birthday, leaving to the 
gardening world the legacy of his 
two most important books, In a 
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6.—ROSE GLOIRE DE DIJON. Dean Hole wrote that if he

Miss Willmott’s introduction.to the canon 
had come about through the Rev. Charles 
Wolley-Dod, with whom she was staying at 
Edge Hall, in Cheshire, when a discussion took 
place over the nomenclature of a certain 
narcissus. Mr. Dod suggested a visit to his 
friend’s garden at Bitton, which included many 
daffodils. 

His own garden could hardly have 
provided a greater contrast to the one in 
Gloucestershire in its dimensions. The Gar- 
deners’ Chronicle of October 7, 1882, says: 
“The space at Mr. Dod’s command is so large, 
and the richness of his selection so great, that he 
can well afford to try the same plant i in all sorts 
of different situations, with a view to determine 
which is best.” 

The Rev. Charles Wolley-Dod was born in 
1826, the son of the Rev. J. F. Hurt, who mar- 
ried a Miss Wolley and assumed her surname. He 
was educated at Eton and King’s College, Cam- 
bridge, and later returned to Eton as a master. 
He eventually married the grand-daughter of 
Mr. T. C. Dod, of Edge Hall, and became known 
thenceforth as Wolley-Dod. 

Miss Jekyll expresses a debt of gratitude for 
his friendly help, describing him, in Gardening 
Illustrated of August 27, 1927, as a “‘scholar, 
botanist and great English gentleman; an 
enthusiast for plant life, an experienced gar- 
dener, and the kindest of instructors.’’ The 
keynote to his garden and to his gardening seems 
to have been profusion in everything. His well- 
known watch-word, “‘propagate, propagate, 
propagate,’ was, of course, the cause of this 

profusion. He believed that in the second year 
of planting results would be better than in the 
first year, and that in the third the plants would 
degenerate. Hence his advice to divide and 
multiply. 

It is not surprising that his garden, exten- 
sive in itself, was filled with plants. ‘‘They line 
the sides of the carriageway, they fill borders 

_ upon borders, they occupy bed after bed.’’ The 
work involved in such a garden must have been 
almost too immense to consider, when one 
recalls that Mr. Wolley-Dod believed in recon- 
structing rock gardens every year, was a purist 
in the matter of nomenclature, and was a 
ready gardening friend and adviser to anyone 
who needed his help. ‘‘Make a note of what you 
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want,’’ he would say to a 
visitor. ‘““These do _ best 
treated as biennials’’; ‘‘this 
won't divide’; ‘‘this won’t 


come true from seed’’; this is 
hard to transplant.’’ Even 
with such a store of plants he 
knew and cared for them 
individually. 

He died in 1904, and it 
was said that “‘in later times 
horticulture has not sus- 
tained a more severe loss 
than in the person of Charles 
Wolley-Dod.’’ His name 
lives on in the Wolley-Dods 
rose, a. double form of the 
Apple rose, with soft pink 
flowers. 

Dean Reynolds Hole, 
Dean of Rochester, died in 
the same year. He had made 
first a lovely garden in Not- 
tinghamshire and then one 
in Kent, both of them fam- 
ous for their roses. The dean 
is now widely remembered 
as the. originator of the 
National Rose Show. 

He was an only son, 
growing up from childhood 
with a passion for painting 
that was frowned upon, and 
a passion for archery that 
must have been encouraged, 
as he reports practising with 
his father at the targets and 
later becoming a member of 
the Royal Sherwood Archers. 
He organised his first flower 
show when he was a child, 
his little sister taking all 
the roles of the general and executive com- 
mittees. They arranged petals of pansies and 
roses on sheets of paper, covering them 
with bits of broken glass that they found 
lying about, and labelled the whole thing 
“Flower Show.”’ 

From these beginnings the founder of the 
National Rose Show became interested enough 
to make the soil of his garden near Newark 
into something suitable for roses. Visitors 
remarking on the beauty of his vigorous climbers

extraordinary vigour, throwing out the soil on 
either side until he had made a fair-sized hole 
and the buried edge of the wire netting was 
exposed.

combination of erected spines and the supple 
muscular tissue covering the body of this animal 
proved an effective shock-absorber. From what 
I had seen I believe that Hector could have 
allowed himself to fall from an even greater 
height without serious injury. 

IT now wanted to know if a stream or pond 
would prevent a hedgehog from escaping. Most 
animals, of course, can swim, but to learn if 
hedgehogs could I took Hector one morning to a 
quiet stretch of our local river. At the spot 
chosen the river was narrow and ran with a 
fairly strong current between banks Uvergrown 
with rank weeds; midstream the water was 
about three feet deep. In addition to the camera 
I also took with me a short piece of board to 
serve as a raft to launch Hector and rescue him 
if he got into difficulties. 

Placing Hector on the board I waded out 
a little way, lowered him gently into the water 
and withdrew the raft. He was afloat. As the 
water rose above his head he thrust his snout 
clear and snorted, more with indignation, it 
seemed, than fear, for immediately his short 
wiry legs began to paddle furiously. There was 
no doubt about it: he was swimming and making 
a very good job of it. In midstream, however, 
feeling the strength of the current, he turned a 
neat half circle and made towards me and the 
safety of the raft. 
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After resting him for a while, I put him 
back into the water, and this time, swimming 
with the current, he took a long slanting course 
that would, I saw, take him eventually to the 
opposite bank. At that moment my attention 
wandered. It was a glorious morning and at that 
early hour very peaceful; the only sounds were 
the faint screams of swifts wheeling overhead 
and the gurgle and splash of the stream as it 
washed through the sedge. Behind me a wide 
meadow and watercress beds basked under a 
warming sun. 

In the few moments in which Hector had 
been unobserved he was some yards downstream 
and had almost reached the green haven of the 
far bank. I plunged into the water and waded 
after him, only to step into a hole in the river 
bed; from ankle depth I found myself waist deep 
and gasping with the chill, but Hector was 
now a few feet from escape and I pressed 
on to snatch him back from freedom. On the 
raft he wrinkled his forehead and looked at me 
reproachfully.

While Hector was with me one thing in 
particular struck me as odd: he never uttered 
any sound except an occasional snort. Whether 
these little animals are entirely mute is doubt- 
ful; a hedgehog may, when attacked by 
badger or fox, wail pitifully. It is believed 
that a hedgehog’s erected spines are no defence 
against badgers, who push the curled-up 
creature into water and kill it as it unrolls. 

On the whole, I found Hector an interesting 
and astonishing animal and the tests proved that 
without doubt he was also intelligent, agile and 
resourceful; normal garden boundaries would 
present no obstacle to a hedgehog when he 
wanted to roam. Apart from his ability to escape 
whenever he wished, there was another reason 
why I thought it best to return him to the wild 
as soon as possible: on close examination I found 
him to be verminous. The skin at the base of 
his spines was alive with brown fleas. 

So one morning I took him to a piece of 
waste land about a mile from my home. It is 
an extensive area which at the moment is a 
tangle of couch, sorrel and stunted bushes, ideal 
sanctuary for a wandering hedgehog. I set him 
down at the foot of a paling fence, and for a 
minute or so he remained still. Then, with 
a satisfied snuffle, he moved forward and the 
green jungle closed behind him.

N the ideal garden it is always sunny, just as 
| the summers of our childhood were. Harsh 
reality is very different, for there are too 
many objects to cast shadow. The house and its 
outbuildings, trees, shrubs and fences, either 
singly or in combination, often keep out light 
from parts of the garden. But the partly shaded 
border is not really a great problem, for there 
are many plants that will thrive in such con- 
ditions, welcoming a little shade and grateful for 
the dampness it often brings. 

The completely sunless border is a different 
proposition. Often it receives plenty of light, 
but no direct sunlight; such sites are usually 
found on the north sides of houses or of fences 
or thick hedges. Even the seasonal variation 
serves only to narrow the area that receives no 
sun, not to eliminate it entirely. In such places 
the soil remains damp for much longer than in 
other parts of the garden. There, too, slugs and 
snails often congregate during daylight hours, 
safe from the destroying sunshine, until they 
can set out to maraud once more. In neglected 
sites the toughest of weeds survive, usually the 
weeds found on the edges of woodland or under 
the thin canopy of mixed hardwood copses. 
These include the ubiquitous nettles, the docks, 
fireweed or rosebay willowherb, the brambles, 
many grasses, the woodland spurges, herb 
Robert or stinking Bob, happy in sun or shade, 
and seedling elders that struggle towards the 
light. None of these seems hampered by the 
lack of sunlight. Indeed, they flourish like the 
green bay tree. 

Fortunately there are other, more desirable 
plants, equally tough, equally undemanding of 
sunlight, infinitely more beautiful even than the 
willowherb. By careful choice and correct 
planting, these sites, condemned for ever to be 
without sun, can be made beautiful. In fact, it is 
such positions that are best for certain plants. 
There are even some plants that are reasonably 
indifferent to sun or shade, growing and flower- 
ing less freely perhaps without sunshine, but 
worth planting nevertheless. 

Our native flora, as might be expected, 
provides certain clues to the plants that might 
be grown. Weeds I have mentioned already, 
but not all our indigenous plants can be dis- 
missed as weeds. Many of them have long 
associations with our gardens, even in their 
primal, unimproved state. Foxgloves, for in- 


stance, are delightful in the shrub border or 
under trees, conditions approximating to those 
in which they are found in the wild. But the 
dappled sunlight they receive under a tree 
canopy is not essential, for they will flourish 
without sun. Now that we have the Excelsior

hybrids, with their flowers all round the stem 
instead of down one side only, no gardener, 
however much he may prefer exotics, need be 
ashamed of admitting the foxglove. But one 
should not stop, at Digitalis purpurea, for D. 
grandifiova (ambigua), 2 or 3 ft. tall, with 
yellowish flowers, and D. ovientalis, at 1 ft. and 
with white flowers, are both worth trying.

C. coum, with its typically rose-pink flowers, 
seems to tolerate both sun and shade. The 
autumn-flowering C. neapolitanum is at home in 
shade, as is the June-flowering C. euvopeum. 

The hardy cyclamens are too expensive, 
perhaps, to plant as ground cover, but the shade- 
loving violets are cheap enough and, if the 
violet- and purple-flowered kinds are inter- 
planted with clumps of the white violet, the 
effect is charming. Valuable, too, for naturalis- 
ing in clumps in the shady border are a whole 
host of bulbs, including narcissus, winter 
aconites, scillas and snowdrops. Certain lilies, 
the kinds that are grown in open woodland, will 
put up with shade, provided they have light. 
Among them are L. brown, L. hansoniu, L. 
mavtagon and L. japonicum. 

Easier and more reliable, perhaps, are the 
Japanese wind-flowers 
(Bie 5), tormmisiias 
Anemone hupehensis 
(japonica). Although the 
pink form is pleasant, 
the white kinds, single 
or double, are the best 
for shade, for there the 
large flowers seem to 
light up the sunless 
border. Onceestablished 
from pots they spread 
slowly and are never 
failing in their display. 

If the border is to 
be a mixed one, there 
are several shrubs that 
will grow better in shade 
than in sun. Gaultheria 
shallon, for instance, 
does not mind really 
deep shade. Only 
slightly less tolerant are 
pyracanthas, usually 
grown against walls but 
making fine shrubs in 
the open ground.

Choisya ternata, the Mexi- 
can orange, will make an evergreen 
bush 6 ft. tall in time. It has the 
engaging habit of producing its 
fragrant white flowers twice, in 
spring and autumn. The winter 
jasmine (Jasminum nudiflorum) 
will succeed in shade, though not 
so well, perhaps, as in sun. But 
it will flower, and as soon as its 
last flowers are over Forsythia 
intermedia spectabilis will come 
into bloom. This will not stand 
deep shade, but does not seem to 
resent lack of sunlight. 

If the border is on the north 
side of the house it might well be 
backed by wall climbers. Roses 
such as Emily Gray, the creamy 
Alberic Barbier and the evergreen 
Mermaid, with its great buttercup- 
yellow single flowers, will flower 
well in such positions. So, too, 
will certain clematises, such as C. 
montana and its forms, the large- 
flowered jackmaniu hybrids, the 
viticellas such as Lady Betty 
Balfour, Huldine and Etoile Viol- 
ette, and the Januginosa and 
patens groups. Less usual, but a 
fine plant, is the climbing hyd- 
rangea, H. petiolavis, with its flat 
heads of creamy-white flowers. In 
the south the coral berry, Berbi- 
dopsis covallina, will thrive against a north wall, 
producing freely its trails of crimson flowers. 

One class of plants remains to be mentioned 
—the ferns. Plants of moist, shady places, they 
are “‘caviare to the general,’ but there is no 
doubt that they are attractive, for their fronds 
vary infinitely in shape and design. They are, 
I fear, less well known than they were a genera- 
tion or two ago, when scores of varieties were 
available, but diligent searching will bring to 
light many good forms of our native ferns. 
Others may be spotted on excursions into damp 
woods and brought home to grace the shady 
places in the garden, always remembering, as 
Scott pointed out in Waverley, that

Where the fountain glistens sheenest, 

Where the morning dew les longest, 

There the Lady Fern grows strongest.

BODNANT RE-VISITED 


science and visual delight . . . the finest of contempor- 

ary British gardens:’’ so wrote Mr. A. G. L. Hellyer 
and Mr. Christopher Hussey in CountRY Lire in 1949, describ- 
ing the gardens of Bodnant, Denbighshire, on the occasion of 
their being given to the National Trust. Since then much 
development has taken place in this, Lord Aberconway’s home 
four miles from Conway. “‘An entire garden holiday could be 
spent there, a complete garden education obtained;’’ so said 
the 1949 article, and this is even more true to-day. The changes 
more than justify another article to remind gardeners of the 
existence of this wonderful estate, if justification is needed. 
In any case, the 1949 article concentrated on the garden’s 
formal features, not on the informal parts where the develop- 
ments have largely been made. 

For those unfamiliar with Bodnant, some recapitulation 
must be given. Its position, to begin with, is one of the 
most splendid gardens in Britain. Perched high above the 
Conway valley, with the silver river visible below, the garden 
is on a steep hillside facing south-west, leading down to a 
narrow subsidiary valley through which passes a rocky river, 
the Hiraethlyn, on its way to join the Conway. Rounded tree- 
covered hills in the foreground frame a vast view over the 
Welsh mountains. 

The design was begun in 1875 by the present Lord 
Aberconway’s great-grandfather, Mr. Henry Pochin, who built 
the house, laid out a garden around it and made a pinetum in 
the Dell, as the valley is known through which the Hiraethlyn 
runs. Mr. Pochin’s daughter, the first Lady Aberconway, did 
much to add to this lay-out, but it was her son, the second 
Lord Aberconway, for many years President of the Royal 
Horticultural Society, who with her approval took over the 
garden while still a young man. For over 50 years, until his 
death in 1953, he worked in Bodnant, and its present shape is 
largely due to his genius, the plants it contains to his tastes. 


He planned the series of huge terraces that march down 
the hill between sidescreens of mature trees, forming a 
grandiose vista from one face of the house towards the Conway 
and the rank upon rank of mountains beyond. There are six 
of these terraces, including the house level. One is a huge 
lawn; another is almost filled with two cedars and a greet 
water-lily pool, its further edge bowed outwards; a third is 
occupied by small formal rose beds and surrounded by wooden 
pergolas covered with roses, honeysuckle and wisteria; and the 
most famous holds a long, narrow canal pool, with a striking 
ornamental building known as the Pin Mill at one end and a

The extremely steep hillside on the right is 
thickly planted with trees—Douglas fir, 
Monterey pine, cypresses, larches, cherries and 
among them rhododendrons of many kinds. Big- 
leaved senecios, wild ferns, tutsan, foxgloves 
and wild onion help to give the Dell a completely 
natural effect. 

Upstream the pleasant sound of falling 
water attracts one to a deep weir under a wooden 
bridge entwined with wisteria (Fig. 6). Close by 
is the tallest tree at Bodnant, an Abies grandis 
over 150 feet tall. Above the weir is a small 
lake, and dominating it high up on one of the 
steep banks is a massive Victorian building, the 
family mausoleum. The lake and weir channel 
water into a mill race, dating back to Tudor 
times, which now operates a saw-mill. A 
steep path across the lake will bring one to the 
mausoleum level and a path along the very steep 
bank north of the Dell. Here one can look right 
down on to the tops of some of the 100-foot 
conifers (Fig. 8) on to the glades and the bright 
rhododendrons beside the sparkling stream. 

It is beyond the lake that one of the newest 
developments lies. As one follows the path up, 
looking down at the still water and its almost 
sub-tropical edging of ferns, pendant trees and 
huge lysichitum leaves, one brushes past large 
specimens of Rhododendron loderi varieties, 
with their huge white or: pinkish fragrant 
trumpets. Then one comes down again to the 
river, where azaleas form a foreground to a 
spectacular set piece (Fig. 7). Across the water 
four huge, sombre Chamaecy paris lawsoniana in 
line dominate an array of other conifers, rhodo- 
dendrons and all manner of ornamental trees, 
many specially chosen for autumn colour, and 
including a number of flaming embothriums, 
those just-hardy Chileans that are so striking 
where they can be grown and are much planted 
at Bodnant. Up the other bank and one is again 
at a vantage level above the trees that, with 
many very large birches, dark pines and a fine 
blue cedar, combine to make a marvellous patch- 
work of colours and textures, with a backcloth 
of oaks on the hill behind. 

In the woodland behind (east of) this path, 
threaded by another small stream, there is scope 
for plenty more development. When I was 
there earlier this year Mr. Charles Puddle, the 


head gardener, showed me an area where old 
yews and Rhododendron ponticum were being 
dragged out to drive a new path and allow for 
more rhododendron varieties to be planted. At 
the further edge of this wood there are meadows 
and here another kind of development is going 
on—the planting of deciduous trees and shrubs, 
notably autumn-colouring varieties. In a few 
years there will be a light wood of noteworthy 
subjects here—amelanchiers, sorbuses, berberis, 
cotoneasters, tree heaths, 
nyssas, scarlet oaks, cherries 
and maples among them. 
Walking back towards 
the house on this level one 
comes on another young 
feature—a. multiple avenue 
of trees and shrubs, with 
older trees on one side, run- 
ning parallel to the steep 
bank overlooking the Dell.

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THE SENSATIONAL ST. LEGER 


On the subject of luck, there is a well-worn 
race-course adage to the effect that it never pays 
to make excuses for beaten horses, however un- 
fortunate they may have appeared to be in 
running. In spite of the proven efficacy of this 
saying, those who had seen Mr. C. W. 
Engelhard’s handsome two-year-old colt, Romu- 
lus, dwell badly at the start and then make up 
a deal of ground to finish fifth behind the Duke 
of Norfolk’s Sovereign Lord for the Gimcrack 
Stakes at York last month, supported him again 
for the Champagne Stakes, for he had finished 
four lengths in front of Sovereign Lord at Ascot 
in July. But well though he ran, Romulus found 
one too good for him and he went under by a 
neck to Clear Sound, a bay colt trained in 
Ireland by P. J. Prendergast, who has taken 
over £32,000 from the English Turf so far this 
season.

The 
favourite last week was Sir Foster Robinson’s 
Deer Leap, who must surely be the unluckiest 
horse in training. Three years in succession he 
has finished second for the coveted Stewards’ 
Cup at Goodwood, beaten on each occasion by 
approximately the length of a fountain-pen, and 
this year he had followed up his Goodwood 
essay by being caught in the last stride and 
defeated by a short head for the Stewards’ Cup 
at Nottingham, where the prize was the sub- 
stantial one of £2,027 6s. Surely, it was felt,

it. As usual, Deer Leap came to the last furlong 
with a narrow lead, but Winna, a four-year-old, 
carrying only 7 st.

1). From this point the in- 
tentions of Robert More and 
his elderly architect, Henry 
Joynes, are best realised, and 
their reasons for making the 
east side or end of the house 
the entrance front, instead of 
the longer south facade, which 
you see first on approaching, 
can be fully appreciated. 


The lie of the ground may 
have decided them to put the 
entrance where it is, but it is a 
sensible arrangement, as con- 
venient for cars as for horses 
and carriages, and the stables 
are drawn into the picture, not 
kept out of it as so often. The 
danger that the south front 
might have appeared a mere 
side was cleverly overcome 
by recessing the centre and 
dignifying the projections with 
pediments, which give it im- 
portance, but not too much, 
and are related to the pediment 
over the entrance. As described 
a week ago, the house was 
begun in 1743 and finished ex- 
ternally in 1748. We traced its 
progress in a series of letters 
from Joynes, erstwhile Clerk of 
the Works at Blenheim, writ- 
ing from Kensington Palace, 
where he was Clerk of the 
Works from 1715 until his death 
in 1754. We shall allude to 
these letters again in viewing 
the inside of the house, but 
before doing so must return to

Robert More seems to have been in no hurry to com- 
plete the fitting up of the house. His plasterers’ bill, 
which has survived, was not settled until March, 1765. 
It covered work done in 1757 and 1761 and amounted to 
£229 2s. 53d. There are no decorated ceilings at Linley, 
though several of them have ornaments in the centre, 
and the bill, which was submitted by William Wilton 
and Thomas Collins, was for plain plasterwork, cornices, 
friezes and other details. William Wilton, an important 
London plasterer, was father of the sculptor, Joseph 
Wilton, and his partner is likely to have been father of 
William Collins, another sculptor and stucco-worker. A 
prudent desire not to outrun his resources may have 
made Robert More proceed slowly, but in the years 
1749-1751 he was travelling in various parts of Europe, 
and in 1753 he again entered Parliament as one of the 
members for Shrewsbury. Only in 1761 did he retire 
from politics. The balustrade of the main staircase (Fig. 3) 
appears to be of the 1770s, closely resembling the one at 
Berrington Hall, Herefordshire (CountRY Lirz, Decem- 
ber 2, 1954). Presumably, it was ordered to replace a plain 
one, but it might have been introduced after 1780 by 
Robert More’s son and successor.

The last occupant was his 
brother-in-law, Admiral Sir James Startin, who 
lived at Linley until a few days before his death, 
in 1948, at the age of 93. Mr. More succeeded 
his father in 1947, at that depressing time when 
restrictions on building and repair were in full 
force. The house had then only one bathroom 
and the kitchen was in the basement under the 
saloon. Sir Albert Richardson was consulted, 
and under his advice the domestic arrangements 
were replanned and brought up-to-date with a 
minimum of interference with the 18th-century 
work, the rooms were redecorated, and in 1954 
Mr. and Mrs. More were able to move in from 
Netley. So a remarkable house of unusual archi- 
tectural quality has been brought into full work- 
ing order again. Much work has also been done 
on the other buildings and in the grounds, with 
the help of Mr. B. T. Whiting, of Birmingham. 
Like his 18th-century ancestor, Mr. More has 
been active in planting, and he has also followed 
him in both travel and politics. He is the author 
of a delightful travel book, The Land of Italy. 
Last year he was returned to Parliament as 
member for the Ludlow division of Shropshire.

HAT American gardens, 

in contrast to those of 
Britain, are nearly al- 
ways open-planned, with no 
encircling hedges, walls or gE 
fences to close them in, is a oe 
fact so often commented 
upon that it might seem un- 
worthy of repetition. Yet I 
doubt whether anyone who 
has not actually walked 
through the streets of a town 
with open gardens has any 
true conception of the sense 
of space that this creates. 
Descriptions and pictures are 
poor substitutes for the real- 
ity, as I discovered for myself 
during a recent first visit to 
the U.S. and Canada. Fre- 
quently I found myself won- 
dering why open-planning has 
not been more widely copied 
in this country, for, though 
unfenced gardens certainly 
exist here, they are seldom in 
sufficient number to give a 
true idea of what this kind of 
planning can achieve. In

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HE Georgian “‘tea- 
drinking’ was a polite 
social occasion ranging 
from a snug, homely evening 
party to a large assembly held 
in a public room. The London 
Chronicle in July, 1757, repor- 
ted that “‘the Earl of Lincoln 
gave a Tea-Drinking at Mr. 
Pinchbeck’s Great Rooms at 
Tunbridge Wells to 72 per- 
sons,’ and that the first 
ball of the season was accom- 
panied by a ‘“‘general Tea- 
Drinking which concluded 
about eleven.’’ Sophie von 
la Roche, on a visit to London 
exactly 30 years later, wrote 
in her Diary that ‘‘tea-drink- 
ings are fashionable: at seven 
one partakes of tea and bread 
and butter, these tea visits 
oftenlastuntileleveno’clock.”’ 


The hostess at a formal 
tea-drinking prepared the tea 
with the aid of a handsome 
tea equipage that included a 
chest containing a pair of tea- 
canisters in silver or glass. 
Tea-canisters of glass first 
graced English tea-tables in 
the 1750s, introduced by the 
glassmen of Bristol, who were 
celebrated for their high-tem- 
perature furnaces, in which 
small-capacity piling pots 
produced a costly flint-glass 
virtually free from flaws. 
Passing the vessels twice 
through a tunnel lehr gave 
the glass increased toughness 
and tenacity. The flat-sided 
bottle canisters were shaped 
by blowing in gunmetal 
moulds, the surfaces being 
polished by grinding and buff- 
ing. Later they were decorated with shallow-cut 
diamonds, often a single diamond occupying the 
entire field. Christopher Haedy, of Bath, adver- 
tised in The Bath Chronicle, November 20, 1766, 
“fine curious Glass Tea Chests,’’ among a 
variety of other cut glass, and in the following 
month, in The London Chronicle, ‘‘Several Sets 
of silver mounted blue glass Tea Canisters in 
Shagreen Chests.’’

lesser quality was unsuitable for such decoration. 
The London Post Office Directory, 1811, listed 54 
master glass-cutters, some of them operating 
large-scale factories. A few cutting machines 
were operated by steam power from 1805. 

Cut designs were mainly in deep relief, 
diamonds covering almost the entire surface of 
the vessels: by impairing translucency they 
obscured the tea-leaves and sugar. Most of them 
were thick of section and cut with V-shaped 
grooves crossing each other obliquely to produce 
pyramidical projections. After 1805 the tend- 
ency was to reduce cross-cut diamonds to the 
size of small plain diamonds, and the latter to 
still smaller dimensions. Flat surfaces were 
lavishly cut with numerous designs composed of 
combinations of diamonds so arranged that the 
prismatic display was more brilliant than 
formerly. The more commonly used cutting 
from about 1820 included arched pillars, swag 
and line cutting, basket weaving, and geometric 
patterns. Step cutting was also used with 
scintillating effect. 

When teas already blended appeared on the 
market single caddies of cut glass came into use. 
The British East India Tea Company advertised 
blended teas ‘“‘packed in showy leaden canisters 
so as to effectively preserve their strength and 
flavour with price and weight marked on each.”’ 
The so-called lead was the perfectly innocuous 
tea pewter. Caddies for blended teas were fitted 
with hinged lids in mounts of silver, Sheffield 
plate or brass alloy double-gilded, each with a

lock and key. Many were shell-shaped so that 
a single multi-lug hinge might occupy less than 
half of the back rim. The box was cut with nine 
panels of three, four or five vertical prisms. An 
example in the Elkington collection with silver 
mounts and lock case struck with the Sheffield 
hall-mark for 1811 suggests that blended teas 
were already being marketed . 

At this time, too, tea-chests in ivory, tor- 
toiseshell and colourful woods were fashionable 
and might contain oval glass panels with hinged 
covers of silver and star-cut bases. The caddies 
were slightly necked, the sugar container en- 
tirely vertical. These were encircled with narrow 
vertical flutes cut with four horizontal bands. 
The old style of tea-chest continued with two 
caddies and a bowl now used for sugar. Caddy 
bowls shaped and decorated by the press were 
made after 1835. 

From about 1810 the tea-chest might stand 
upon a small octagonal table. As tea became 
cheaper and caddies more capacious, however, 
it became the custom for a hostess to offer 
several different kinds of tea. The tea-chest was 
then mounted upon a pedestal rising from tripod 
feet, forming a substantial piece of furniture 
known as a teapoy. This might contain four 
caddies, usually of wood, and a pair of caddy 
bowls in finely-cut glass, one for sugar and the 
other for blending the teas.

LEVATION to the See of York 
EL, can bring with it nothing 
more thoroughly satisfying, 
zsthetically speaking, than resi- 
dence at Bishopthorpe. In these 
days the great rambling structure is 
rarely called a palace, though some 
of the northern primates lived here 
like princes and frequently enter- 
tained royalty. The surviving splen- 
dours of Bishopthorpe are such that 
any archbishop might revel in a 
lovely old home set in the country, 
amid gardens that have an almost 
monastic seclusion and with the 
east front overlooking the broad, 
peat-laden River Ouse as it flows 
down from York, three miles away. 
Archbishop William de Gray 
(1215-55) bought this place, then 
known as the manor of Thorpe St. 
Andrew, from the monks of Kirk- 
stall in 1226. Earlier he had enlarged 
the Norman episcopal palace situ- 
ated on the north side of York Mins- 
ter, but in course of time that resi- 
dence and others were given up in 
favour of Bishopthorpe, which is 
to-day the only one belonging to 
the See. 

The story of those other episco- 
pal seats — Cawood, Ripon, Otley, 
Southwell, Scrooby and _ several 
more—is partly interwoven with 
that of Bishopthorpe, and Gray was 
just the man to prepare a place that would be- 
come worthy of all that was once considered 
necessary to primatial dignity. He was one of 
the great builders of the Minster. The south 
transept, his chief title to fame, was taking shape 
at the same time as his manor house at Thorpe 
St. Andrew. The 13th-century chapel on the 
south side of the present palace is Gray’s work, 
although many alterations, especially some 
made by Archbishop Drummond in the 18th 
century, have altered its original character. 
Gray’s manor house, which included a lofty hall 
equipped with stone benches round the walls, 
remained practically unchanged for the next 250 
years. 

To this sequestered place came Edward I, 
probably as the guest of Archbishop Wickwaine 
(1279-85), an austere, thrifty man, who saved a 
lot of money by residing here continually instead 
of travelling with all his household around 
the other official residences. After the Battle of 
Bannockburn, Edward II fled to York and was 
entertained at Bishopthorpe. William Green- 
field (1306-16) held the archbishopric then and 
one can imagine him, after the king’s departure, 
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1.—BISHOPTHORPE, NEAR YORK. The Gothick gatehouse to 
the Archbishop of York’s palace was built in 1765 


offering prayers in Gray’s chapel before leaving 
for the Border marches which he was to defend 
against the Scots. An old York record gives an 
interesting sidelight on this warrior prelate. He 
once granted sufficient money to Giles de 
Morton, one of his servants, for the digging of a 
moat at the Old Baile, in the city, and also for 
buying some plants to grow in it. Perhaps, like 
some of the primates that were to succeed him, 
Greenfield had a bent for gardening. Not for 
many years, however, were political demands to 
allow the archbishops much respite. 

William de Melton (1317-40) was a special 
favourite of Edward II, who repeatedly visited 
Bishopthorpe. Melton is said to have been 
personally engaged in the White Battle of Myton 
(1319), but the ensuing treaty of peace with the 
Scots (1323) was arranged amid the calm of 
Bishopthorpe. Seven days later the court was 
still here, doubtless making heavy demands 
upon the archbishop’s provender. 

The water-gate, or door, which Gray had 
provided for those occasions when the arch- 
bishops sailed up to York in their state barge, 
is still traceable. It recalls much mitred

But both houses escaped 
Jacobite wrath. 


There was further cause for alarm, 30 years 
later, when Prince Charles Edward swept down 
from Scotland. Archbishop Thomas Herring 
(1743-47) wrote to a friend: ‘“‘God grant that I 
may feed my swans in peace.’’ Bishopthorpe, 
however, must have buzzed with excitement 
during the ’45 Rebellion, for Herring plunged 
deeply into political affairs and raised £40,000 
in defence of the Government. His reward 
came two years later when he was elevated to 
Canterbury. He, too, is said to have made many 
improvements to the mansion, though—accord- 
ing to a letter written by his nephew, during a

vailed. “‘I am at present,’’ he wrote, ‘‘under 
the hospitable roof of an archbishop, of which I 
can send you no regular account, for it was built 
at a time of day when men paid more regard 
to convenience than to uniformity . . .’’

It was Robert Hay Drummond (1761-76) 
who almost completely transformed Bishop- 
thorpe, giving the mansion much of its present- 
day appearance. Thomas Atkinson, of York, 
was his architect. The entrance gateway (Fig. 1) 
built in 1765 is a pleasing Gothick fantasy that 
echoes the impressive gatehouse surviving at 
Cawood.

Many young women sweep the ball away, 
but not Miss Albers; she drove it hard with a 
shallow trajectory and hit her irons with a solid, 
crisp action. She won five matches with ease, 
including one against Miss Eller, who played 
with distinction in the last Curtis Cup team. 


Bewildering Precocity 


Such precocity left everyone rather be- 
wildered, and although Miss Preuss just man- 
aged to beat her she had become the youngest 
player ever to reach the semi-final of a cham- 
pionship of any consequence. Given the heart, 
the head and the opportunity she could well 
become a great golfer. And so the champion- 
ship, leisurely pursued for six summer days, 
would have been absorbing in itself even with- 
out a rare setting. 

It is almost seventy years since Alexander 
Bailey, a Scotsman of redoubtable spirit, was 
one of the first to bring golf west of the Missis- 
sippi. When clubs were imported from Scotland 
he declared them as gardening implements and 
presumably escaped duty. The game was first 
played on the edge of the city and in 1894 Sir 
Robert Balfour presented a gold medal that is 
competed for to this day. In 1908 the club 
moved to its present course amid the woods near 
a beautiful stretch of water known as American 
Lake that lies below a club-house that is at once 
a place of charm and friendliness. And far away 
to the east, across a turbulent highway, Rainier, 
the mountain that to the Indians was god, rises 
through the mists, its snows impervious to 
summertime. Within a few days this all be- 
came such a familiar part of my life that now, 
in the darkening garden, there is heaviness in 
the thought that I may never see it again.

GERMAN SHORT-HAIRED 
POINTERS 

Srr,—I read Mr. Christopher Scott’s 

article A Pointer with Many New 

Admivers (August 10) with great 

interest. I do feel, however, that Mr. 


optimistic about these dogs, who have 
yet to prove themselves superior in 
any way to our national breeds of 
setters or to our pointers, who, from 
their several hundreds of years of 
residence in this country, we claim as 
natives. 

Numbers of German short-haired 
pointers have run in numerous field 
trials for setters and pointers during 
recent years but have yet to win a 
premier award, although Mr. Cun- 
ningham’s Senta of Fallows has on 
occasions figured among the lesser 
prizewinners at meetings in Northern 
Ireland, and there have been one or 
two other minor awards won in novice 
stakes. 

Successes at trials held solely for 
German short-haired pointers do 
“nothing to prove their superiority 
over other breeds. There seems to 
have been no public occasion when 
these dogs have been asked to show 
the ability to do the work of retrievers 
that Mr. Scott claims for them. 

Although these pointers have 
greatly improved in appearance since 
their arrival in this country, they are 
not nearly as handsome as our own 
pure-bred pointers, who are now 
rapidly regaining their popularity, as 
the rising Kennel Club registrations 
show. 

The registrations of German 
short-haired pointers—never large— 
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fell in 1960, and there are signs that 
they may do so again in 1961. The 
need for new blood need not be held 
responsible for this, since it is not 
impossible to do what other enthusias- 
tic admirers of foreign breeds have 
done—import from the country of 
origin—G. Hari, Fernhurst, Hasle- 
mere, Surrey. 

(Mr. Scott writes: Your corre- 
spondent appears to have overlooked 
an important point in my article, 
namely that the German short-haired 
pointer is a dual-purpose dog. If a 
dog of any breed is able consistently to 
point or set game and also to retrieve 
shot game under all conditions, it 
must obviously be of more use to a 
sportsman than a breed that has the 
instinct to do only one of these tasks. 

The question of appearance is 
obviously a matter of opinion. I do 
not deny that the English pointer is a 
handsome dog, and your _ corre- 
spondent will surely not deny that the 
G.S.P. is also handsome. Declining 
numbers of registrations with the 
Kennel Club is probably as temporary 
as the increase in registrations of 
English pointers—which have, I 
believe, been going steadily down for 
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bank. 
pigeon.

SALMON-FISHING ON 
THE SOLWAY 
Str,—As a fisherman I read with 
great interest Mrs. D. M. Paulin’s 
article of August 24 on the above 


subject. If the Solway is taken as 
extending as far west as the Mull of 
Galloway, two other methods should 
be added, in order to complete the 
picture. 

The first of these is the drag-net, 
a shore seine that is used on three 
fisheries in the Cree and Bladnoch 
estuaries, and possibly elsewhere. 
The second is the bag-net, which is 
similar in design to the stake-net, 
but is set floating in deeper water, 
supported by floats and kept in 
place by anchors. Bag-nets are used 
in Luce Bay, near the mouth of the 
River Luce. 

All these methods are part of 
the traditional coastal scene and 
have their lore and legends. No two 
fisheries are quite alike, and each has 
its own slight variations in design of 
gear and technique of fishing, which 
have evolved to fit local conditions. 
Although primitive, in that no one 
has yet managed to introduce much 
mechanisation, they serve the public 
well, as the fish suffer a minimum of 
mechanical damage and, in a well-run 
fishery, reach the consumer in the 
best possible condition.——W. A. KInG-

The heat output of 
a boiler varies according 
to its size. The num- 
ber of pipes installed 
will depend on the size 
or capacity of the 
apparatus, on the tem- 
perature that it is de- 
sired to maintain and 
on the cubic capacity 
of the greenhouse. For 
example, a boiler of 
10,000 British thermal 
units will be large 
enough to heat green- 
houses ranging from 
7 ft. by 6 ft. to approx- 
imately 10 ft. by 20 ft. 
The number of 4-in. 
pipes that are installed 
for this size of green- 
house, with this size 
of boiler, must be based 
on the fact that, for 
each 1,000 cu. ft. of 
space to be heated from 
32 degs. to 45-50 degs. 
F., 36 ft. of piping will 
be necessary; for tem- 
peratures of 50-55 
degs., 42 ft. of. piping; 
and for 60-65 degs., 50 ft. of piping. For the 
larger houses measuring 12 ft. by 30 ft. up to 
12 ft. by 50 ft., a boiler with a capacity of at 
least 47,000 B.T.U.s will have to be selected. 
Fortunately, most of the leading boiler manu- 
facturers clearly tabulate their boilers according 
to the size of greenhouse they will heat at given 
temperatures, so that the matter of selection is 
greatly simplified. 

The coke- or coal- 
fired boiler is an ex- 
tremely reliable piece of 
apparatus, provided 
careful attention is paid 
to draught regulation 
and thorough stoking. 
Their drawback is that 
they cannot be left to 
look after themselves.

fitted with automatic stoking and draught con- 
trol. There are quite a number of paraffin heaters 
available for the greenhouse owner (Fig. 1). It 
is essential that only a horticultural type should 
be installed. If a high-grade oil is used and the 
wick is trimmed regularly, it should burn with- 
out emitting fumes. Fumes from a neglected 
heater can seriously damage plants and will 
often kill them. A paraffin heater will not burn 
well unless it has a reasonable supply of oxygen. 
It is necessary, therefore, that a slight ventilat- 
ing crack is always available, even during the 
winter. A paraffin heater is not as efficient as 
other forms of heating, and its running costs 
are not favourable. But in a greenhouse not 
exceeding 14 ft. by 8 ft. it is very useful, 
particularly for frost protection. In a larger 
house several heaters may be required. 
Greenhouses can be heated by oil- fired 
units, either in the form of specially designed 
boilers, or by the installation of an Bil bacies

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unit in a coal- or coke-fired boiler (Fig. 3). The 
advantages to be had from this system are clean- 
liness, simplicity and thermostatic control for 
several models. Running costs compare favour- 
ably with electricity and coal or coke. A burner 
with an output per hour of some 8,000-20,000 
B.T.U.s will consume a maximum of three 
gallons of oil in 24 hours. 

Electrical heating is the most versatile of 
all methods. The cable that is to supply the 
power to the greenhouse should be capable of 
carrying a greater load than is required at the 
outset, as more apparatus may be installed 
later on and higher temperatures may be re- 
quired. Suitable armoured cable can be pur- 
chased for this purpose, and can be buried 
underground deep enough to be safe from 
surface cultivation, or can be carried above 
ground on suitable posts. The actual method 
will be governed by the local electricity author- 
ity’s rulings. It is also very important to use 
approved waterproof fittings inside the green- 
house. A competent electrician should be called 
in to fit all apparatus, as electrical components 
are extremely dangerous if vulnerable to damp 
or water. 

There are several different types of electri- 
cal heating apparatus. Tubular heaters are very 
similar in appearance to hot-water pipes, except 
that they are usually constructed from alumin- 
ium and are about 2 ins. in diameter. They ara 
held in place against the side of a greenhouse 
by simple brackets, and it is therefore very easy 
to arrange them in any desired position, and in 
any number according to the amount of heating 
required. One advantage of this type of appara- 
tus is that it takes up little room when installed 
—a point that will be appreciated by owners of 
small greenhouses. Even in a larger house 
any installation that is neat and unobtrusive is 
well worth investigating. The electric loading 
of a tubular heater is generally 60 watts per 
foot. In a greenhouse of 14 ft. by 8 ft. about 
50 ft. of tubes would provide adequate heat to 
maintain a temperature of 45 degs. in the 
coldest of winter nights. 

An alternative method of heating is pro- 
vided by the fan heater (Fig. 4). An element or 
coil heats up inside the heater, and a fan situ- 
ated just behind forces the heat throughout the 
greenhouse. This is a useful type of heating, as 
it produces moving air that maintains a buoyant 
atmosphere inside the house and does much to 
reduce mildew troubles. Many of these heaters 
can be switched over to fan operation without 
heat; this helps to move air around during hot 
summer weather. Fan heaters have the merit 
of low installation costs, as they are simply 
plugged into a suitable three-pin socket. A

natural step from the fan heater only is ducted 
heating—the use of perforated plastic tubing 
through which warmed air is blown by a fan 
heater. Installation is simple and cheap, and 
during the summer months the ventilation can 
be supplemented by cool air blown through the 
tubing. 3 

Convection heaters are portable types 
designed to produce a current of warm air that 
rises from the heater and into the greenhouse. 
The only objection to this type of apparatus is 
that, if it is placed on the pathway, it takes up 
a lot of valuable room. In a large greenhouse 
several of these heaters will be required. An 
immersion heater may be used for converting 
existing hot-water pipes to electrical heating. 
Heaters of various kilowatt loadings can be 
obtained to suit a wide range of house sizes and 
pipe lengths. 

Specially designed cables are available that 
can be used either to heat the air in a frame, 
a propagator or a greenhouse, or to warm the 
soil (Fig. 5) and thus provide invaluable bottom 
heat. Cables for space-heating (Fig. 6) are 
usually specially armoured and screened and are 
fixed to the walls by porcelain cleats that keep 
the cable an inch or so away from the sides. If 
sufficient cable is used it is possible to heat a

forward vision. So well does the windscreen 
blend into the roof that one needs to make 
fuller use of the sun visors than is usual. 
Shoulder room for the occupants is increased by 
the side windows’ being curved. It isa pity that 
a wider range of adjustment could not be pro- 
vided on the front seat, although a good feature 
is that a simple method of adjusting the angle 
of the seats squabs is fitted. The upholstery is 
rather unyielding and fails to give enough sup- 
port for the small of the back and laterally. 
The tailgate opens horizontally, and the 
glazed upper half can be wound down into it. 
All doors close remarkably easily, but the check 
stops are very stiff, and once the spring is over- 
come the door tends to jump away from one’s 
control. The interior door handles are concealed 
beneath the armrests, where they are unlikely to 
be operated inadvertently. The padded leather 
top of the fascia is coloured black, which pre- 
vents reflections on the windscreen. Keys of piano 
type are fitted along the lower edge of the fascia

easy to reach. For ordinary driving the brakes 
were adequate, but continuous hard driving did 
produce some brake fade; they were pleasantly 
progressive in their action. The car rolls very 
little, even when cornered fast, though the im- 
pression is given that there is much roll; this is 
almost entirely due to the fact that the seats do 
not hold the driver and front passenger firmly 
enough. The steering is light and responsive, 
and sudden changes in wind direction or camber 
have little effect on directional stability. The 
speedometer was approximately 5 m.p.h. fast 
throughout the range, which has the effect of 
making one drive needlessly slowly in restricted 
areas. 

The suspension is good and capable of giving 
a comfortable ride, but the upholstery is springy 
and out of phase with the suspension proper, 
which has the effect of making relatively minor 
undulations noticeable to the occupants. Firmer 
seating would improve the overall comfort con- 
siderably. The oval-shaped headlights gave a 
good spread of light, and the complete lack of 
reflection on the windscreen made night driving 


pleasing sculptured lines and is free from

after dark. For a driver with long legs the wind- 
screen washer button on the floor is oddly 
placed and forces one into a very awkward 
position. 

The tank capacity of ten gallons, in con- 
junction with the good fuel consumption, gives 
a good range between fuel stops of the order of 
300 miles. The clean outward lines do not pre- 
pare one for the ornamental use of chromium 
around the instruments; this appears to be 
completely out of character. 

I took over the car not in London, but 
at Brentford in Middlesex, so I was able to be on 
the open road right away on a reasonably long 
journey. My first day’s experience with the car 
impressed me very much. Theory was confirmed 
in that the performance was greatly improved 
if the gearbox was properly used, and the well- 
chosen gear ratios allowed the maximum 
acceleration to be obtained almost anywhere in 
the speed range. Although the travel of the gear 
lever was rather longer than is ideal, the excel- 
lence of the synchromesh and the smooth light- 
ness of the lever made it a pleasure to change 
gear. It would, however, be an improvement if 
the clutch-pedal shank could be lengthened to 
bring the pedal itself nearer the floor; at the 
moment one has to lift the left foot to a pro- 
nounced extent to operate it. 

Throughout my test the engine started 
instantly and warmed up rapidly, so that mini- 
mum use of the choke was required. While the 
pronounced downward slope of both the bonnet 
and front wings assists visibility, it makes exact 
judgment of the overhang difficult when one is 
manceuvring in tight places. Although the hand- 
brake lever is placed beneath the fascia it proved 


very pleasant, although it was a surprise to find 
that no reversing light was fitted. I found the 
traffic indicator control one of the best I have 
come across; it also operates a light flasher and 
the dipping of the headlights, and also enables 
one to select either pair of parking lights. Itisa 
constant surprise to me that so few British 
manufacturers provide this convenience for the 
motorist. 

Fast cornering with a light load allowed 
some skipping of the rear wheels to develop, at 
least in certain combinations of speed and sur- 
face. The fact that the car averaged over 30 
m.p.g. throughout my test, a large proportion 
of which was done at high speeds, is proof of 
the value of low weight, high gearing and a 
smooth body form. There are no chassis greas- 
ing points requiring regular attention, owing to 
the use of rubber bushing, which will prove a 
great convenience to owners over a period. On 
one cold and damp evening I found the efficiency 
of the heater almost overwhelming, but during 
the hot weather the efficiency with which cold 
air could be circulated was most welcome. This 
was aided by the extractor effect of the swivel- 
ling windows in the body, which opened to a 
useful extent. In exceptionally hot weather it is 
pleasant to have the glazed half of the tailgate 
wound down to allow even more air flow, al- 
though exhaust gas might be drawn in, as the 
tail of the car is a very low-pressure area. 

I gained the general impression that the car 
enjoyed being driven hard and that long-term 
reliability will be good. External finish was very 
good, and it is noticeable that even the oddest 
corners have been fully and thoroughly painted, 
with the result that rust should be prevented. 
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CATAMARANS PAST AND PRESEN 


r | XHOUGH the exponents of the 
catamaran are aware that the 
nimble and graceful craft in 

which they sail are descendants of the 

Polynesian double canoes, few yachts- 

men realise that the first attempts to 

adopt the double-hulled principle to 

Engiish maritime needs go back as far 

as the 17th century. In Modern Sail- 

ing Catamarans (Nicholas Kaye, 25s.) 

Robert B. Harris recalls that Sir 

William Petty was commissioned in 

the reign of Charles II to design a 

double-hulled craft, and the first was 

so successful that a larger one was 
ordered. She, however, ‘‘broke up on 
the Bay of Biscay in a storm while en 
route to the West Indies, her failure 

. . probably resulting from too much 
weight in the hulls without sufficient 
strength of the connecting struc- 


ture.” Later, in the heyday of 
steam, a steam-powered passenger 
catamaran, Pas-de-Calais, ran _ be- 


tween England and France, but was 
unpopular because of her quick, 
uneasy motion. 

The author describes in detail the 
Herreshoff catamarans designed for 
American waters in the late 1800s and 
goes on to compare them with their 
counterparts of to-day. The book 


covers almost every type of cata-  #% 


maran now sailing, but the most 
interesting pages are those devoted to 
the cruising catamaran, which is still, 
as the author stresses, in its infancy. 

Mr. Harris puts forward some 
interesting ideas to counter the major 
risk of the cruising catamaran, that it 
may be overturned, possibly at night, 
by a sudden squall. He suggests a 
flotation device at the masthead, and 
also a small rocket unit at the mast- 
head to fire automatically when the 
angle of heel passes a certain point. 
He is strongly opposed to the use of 
ballast to add to stability, for in his 
view the capacity of an overturned 
cruising catamaran to remain afloat is 
one of her chief safety assets. 


A GREAT MAKER OF 
PORCELAIN 


ENJAMIN FRANKLIN was en- 

chanted by the handsome porce- 
lain displayed by fashionable London 
Chinese and in 1758 despatched to 
his wife in Philadelphia ‘‘a large case 
and a small box containing English 
china, viz., melons and leaves for a 
dessert of fruit and cream; a bowl 
remarkable for the neatness of the 
figures, made at Bow; some coffee 
cups of the same; and a Worcester 
bowl. To show the difference in work- 
manship there is something from all 
the china-workers in England.’’ This 
carefully selected collection included 
porcelain made by William Duesbury, 
who had established his factory at 
Derby two years earlier. The 33-year- 
old Duesbury lived to become the 
greatest figure in the 18th-century 
porcelain industry, absorbing Chelsea 
in 1770 and Bow in 1776. 


Twenty Years’ Correspondence 


The story of Duesbury and his 
porcelain is told, rather sketchily, in 
Derby Porcelain, by F. Brayshaw 
Gilhespy (MacGibbon and Kee, 9 
guineas). The author gives collectors 
the benefits of his research into 20 
years’ correspondence between Joseph 
Lygo, manager of the London show- 
room for the successive Duesburys. 
The letters reveal that in 1786 there 
“was still a great loss in firing in the 
white and Lygo suggested that faulty 
pieces should be finished like the 
Worcester—‘not anything like our 
patterns.’’’ In the same year figures 
were reported to be declining in popu- 
larity. In 1789 Lygo wrote, ‘‘W. 
Duesbury I had the Royal appoint- 
ments first in 1775.’’ It was long 
thought that the jewelled crown was 
first incorporated into the Derby trade 
mark in that year, but Honey (1928) 
and Cushion (1959) date this mark 


only to 1780-84; Mr. Gilhespy attri- 
butes it to the period 1770-82. 

The chapter on the Lygo letters 
is packed with pointers that will un- 
doubtedly give collectors the urge for 
personal research: there is a section 
on sources of original illustrations, 
another on “‘orders for Derby porce- 
lain,’’ in which it is amusing to read 
that Mrs. Pelham ordered “‘Six quart 
Punch-bowls and Punch Jugs with 
covers to hold three pints.’’ Mrs. 


Pelham was expecting a child and 
ordered these for it to be washed in.

Old Pattern Books 


Two of the old Derby pattern 
books dating from the early 1780s pre- 
served in the Museum of the Worcester 
Royal Porcelain Company contain 
400 designs for dessert plates and 
more than 700 for tea ware. The 
author has inspected these and des- 
cribes 38 ‘‘Old Derby Dessert Pat- 
terns’ and 78 ‘‘Tea Patterns,’’ each 
entry of considerable interest. The 
two quoted here have been the sub- 
jects of recent enquiries: ‘‘No. 174, 
Dessert Plate with scalloped edge, 
having a rim decoration of Pink and 
Gold festooning and wreath-work of 
Green and Gold leafage. In the centre 
Cornucopia ornament in Gold filled 
with Fruit and Flowers in colours. 
Lettering on the sketch ‘Two rich 
Gold Cornucopia, Fruit and FloWers, 
by Billensley.’’’ No. 343, dated 
1794, is a ‘“Tea Cup with Mazarine 
Blue ground and neat Gold Border at 
top and bottom having a circular 
panel opposite handle with Gold 
border surround and the following 
writing: ‘Cupid with two Doves by 
Banford.’’’ Coffee cans are entered 
throughout as “‘can shaped cups.’’

the base, now in the British Museum, 
to the cleverly modelled Welsh tailor 
and companion in the Fitzwilliam 
Museum, and various portrait plaques 
in the author’s collection. The 12 
colour plates include a handsome full- 
page reproduction of a Mansion House 
dwarf. This will be of immense 
assistance in recognising the many 
spurious examples of these and the 
Grotesque Punch figures against 
which the author rightly warns his 
readers. Regarding fakes he also 
suggests that ‘‘some collector in the 
legal profession should busy himself 
with the problem of this canker which 
is destroying the pleasure of collect- 
ing among beginners.”

Four Spades, he 
knew, would cost very little; but it is not clever 
to sacrifice against an enemy game that cannot 
be made. Since Spades were only once guarded, 
it was a question of whether nine tricks could be 
run off before he got in with the Ace of Clubs. 
In Room 1 West took a chance and passed, but 
the natural Spade lead allowed North to streak 
for home and a bonus of 600. 

In such cases the point count abacus often 
helps one to see daylight. West has 12 points; 
North needs about nine for his free bid of One 
No-Trump and East at least five for his raise, 
leaving South with 14. That is well short of the 
normal quota for a raise to Three No-Trumps, 
and South is clearly relying on a long Diamond 
suit. West duly found the right answer in 
Room 2—he bid Four Clubs. That left the oppo- 
sition with a choice of doubling for a penalty of 
100 or playing the hand in Four Diamonds.

This is something of a museum piece. At 
one table, although East-West held four Aces 
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and three Kings, there was no way of defeating 
an enemy game call. The bidding went like this: 


South West North East 

No bid 1 Diamond No bid No bid 

2 Spades Double 2 No-Trumps 3 Diamonds 
3 Hearts 4 Clubs 4 Hearts Double

The contract was made in some comfort by 
playing West for the missing Spade honours. 
Let us review the auction, which features some 
novel points. 

At favourable vulnerability South might 
have opened with Three Spades, but many 
players dislike pre-empting with good values in 
the other major. The best bid on a hand like 
West’s is debatable. In several cases he opened 
with Two Clubs; the distribution was rather 
unkind, and contracts of Five Diamonds or Five 
Clubs came unstuck. At the table in question 
East saw no point in responding to One Diamond 
with a ten-loser hand. 

So we come back to South. He could assume 
that Wesc was strong enough to take further 
action after a simple One Spade, so some attempt 
to cramp his style was indicated. South’s 
honour strength was limited by his original pass, 
and a bid of Two Spades could hardly mislead 
his partner. West doubled with relish, and 
North found an interesting counter. 

South was most unlikely to have a one-suit 
hand; he evidently had good playing values, yet 
he had failed to open with a Three-bid. There 
could be no hope at all of making Two No- 
Trumps after such bidding, so the meaning of 
North’s call was clear—it was equivalent to an 
S.0.S. redouble and invited South to rescue into 
a secondary suit. The effect was remarkable. 
South was encouraged to bid Hearts freely, and 
North decided to try for a coup. 

By this time doubling rhythm had set in. 
Could East-West foresee that a vulnerable 
sacrifice at the Five level was the only way of 
averting a match-point bottom on the board?

More Big Herds 


AST year the Milk Marketing 
Board’ took a census of milk- 
selling herds in England and Wales, 
based on a 10 per cent. sample. The 
trend is towards fewer and _ larger 
herds and the average size of herd is 
now 21 cows, compared with 17 cows 
in 1955 at the time of the last census. 
No fewer than 34,000 farmers have gone 
out of milk selling and they were 
mostly people with less than 10 cows. 
At present about one-third of the 
country’s dairy cows are in herds of 
under 20, just over one-third are in 
herds of between 20 and 40 and just 
under one-third in herds of over 40 
cows. The mid-west counties have 
nearly half their cows in large herds 
and it is not unusual on the larger 
farms in Wiltshire and Dorset to find 
dairy herds of 120 to 150 cows. They 
are housed in covered yards in the 
winter, and with silage ready at hand 
three men can look after such a herd 
economically. 


Friesians Increase Again 


NALYSING the type of dairy 

cattle kept, the Milk Board shows, 
on the basis of last year’s census, 
that 51 per cent. in England and 
Wales are Friesians. Altogether the 
dairy breeds (Ayrshire, Friesian, 
Guernsey and Jersey) now account for 
80 per cent. of the total. Friesians 
have increased by 5 per cent. since 
1955. The breed that has suffered is 
the Shorthorn, which has fallen from 
25 per cent. in 1955 to 14.5 per cent. 
in 1960. Channel Island breeds have 
gained, especially in the southern 
counties, where there is a ready 
market for their milk at premium 
prices. Over the country as a whole, 
Jerseys and Guernseys account for 
9.5 per cent. of our cows and there 
seems to be a place for more of them 
in the north, where the demand for 
Channel Island milk is not fully 
satisfied. : 


Selling Beef 


UTCHERS tell us that their 

customers would buy more beef 
if they could rely on good quality 
young beef. They say that the public 
is demanding better meat all the time 
and that there is no demand for the 
cheaper cuts. True enough, no doubt, 
but we shall never be able to breed 
and feed a beast that is entirely 
sirloin and steak. What is needed is 
an educational campaign to teach 
young housewives how to make tasty 
and nourishing dishes from the fore- 
ends of beef. I am glad to see that the 
National Federation of Meat Traders’ 
Association has now woken up to this 
need, which has been pretty obvious 
for some months, while market prices 
have been depressed because of the 
lack of demand for certain cuts. A 
little market research applied to the 
meat trade would pay a good dividend 
to farmers and butchers.

his autobiography, describes and is 
almost wholly concerned with those 
two campaigns. The only other theme 
in the book is the story of his court- 
ship and marriage. Being a pro- 
fessional soldier at war through the 
period dealt with he has had to push 
that private matter into the back- 
ground. But it is so fierce and so 
intense that it saturates the narra- 
tive. It is as though he carried a 
small phial of attar of jasmine in his 
kit. It rises unsullied even by the 
stench of blood, cordite and rotting 
corpses. It wafts like a promise from 
the one profession to the second, 
which Mr. Masters now practises in 
his home 9,000 feet above sea-level in 
Wyoming. I hope he has kept his 
British nationality, for such a man is 
a credit to his country. 

As a writer, he has made a 
greater reputation than he did as a 
soldier, for in the military world only 
a few field-marshals become public 
figures, with the exception of rebels 
such as Lawrence and Wingate. This 
book should balance the personal his- 
tory, the poet-self hauling up the 
soldier-self to stand beside him. 


Impressive Spectacle 

We can now see the whole man. 
It is an impressive spectacle. One 
sees a man in the tradition of an 
ancient discipline, by heredity and by 
training whittled down to bone, 
muscle and obedience, with these in- 
gredients alert to take command at 
the summons of duty and occasion. 
That is the soldier and his discipline 
comes over into his work as a writer. 
His prose is sparse, direct and clear. 
Now that the writer is free I suspect 
that with practice he will give him- 
self more rein to amplify his prose 
without debauching the Spartan in 
his professional character. From the 
beginning of his career as a novelist 
he has proved that he has the rare

For the rest, they are all soldiers; 
a fighting army of comrades with 
whom the author plunged into the 
worst campaign of the second World 
War; from the individual Nepalese of 
his regiment, up to such leaders as 
Wingate, Stilwell (the savagely anti- 
British American commander) and 
Slim. 


Heroic Proportions 

I have noticed that as the war 
books mount up, the figure of Field- 
marshal Slim is faceted in more and 
more heroic proportions. He appears 
in the forefront of this book, ‘‘bril- 
liant, bold, publicising himseif only 
to his troops and then only so that 
they should have confidence in him, 
he seldom made a mistake or missed 
an opportunity throughout the war; 
and when he did, he said so. Every 
fighting man in the 14th Army knew 
him by sight, and admired and 
trusted him—none more than I, for I 
had seen him coming back from the 
Pai Tak Pass with the shell hole 
through his car, and I knew from the 
inside the determination and _ skill 
with which he conducted war.’’ 

That is a characteristic tribute 
from one professional soldier to 
another. It commands reverence in 
the reader. 

Mr. Masters is clear-minded in 
his portraiture and does not spare the 
warts. He says: ‘‘What a superb 
understanding of India Kipling had. 
If only he had understood Indians 
one-tenth as well.’’ After much to 
say about Wingate, he sums up: “‘I 
believe that Wingate lacked human- 
ity. He thought in great terms, and 
worked for great ends, among great 
men. For that huge majority which 
is less than great he had little sym- 
pathy. They were merely the mudd- 
lers and fools whom he must use to 
attain his ends. Churchill too has 
felt this, but there has never been a 
moment when Churchill did not know

INDOMITABLE SPIRIT OF 
NAPOLEON’S MOTHER 


We turn now from a soldier to a 
soldier’s mother—Letizia Ramolino. 
At 13 years of age this Corsican girl 
married an 18-year-old law student 
named Carlo-Maria Buonaparte. The 
young couple joined the freedom 
movement led by Paoli. At 18, the 
young wife was pregnant with Napo- 
leon while she was taking part in the 
battles that were to free Corsica. The 
child thus became a cavalryman 
before he was born. 

Napoleon’s father, still hardly 
more than a youth after the French 
conquest of Corsica, was given admin- 
istrative office in the island for whose 
freedom he had fought. He went to 
Versailles in 1782. He took his wife 
with him and there she was presented 
to Louis XVI and Marie Antoinette. 
She was a widow at 34, at the time 
when the island was again torn by 
war during the French Revolution. 
She and her offspring took to the 
maquis, pursued by the reactionary 
anti-French troops. She was rescued 
by her son, who dutifully took the 
family to the mainland, and exile, in 
Toulon. After that, and a period of 
poverty, Letizia became part of the 
history of Europe. But she remained 
a dominant matriarch, a powerful

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character completely unintimidated 
by the subsequent career of the 
genius whom she had mothered. 

These mothers of people of 
destiny are usually uncommonly posi- 
tive characters, the matrices that 
determine at least the form the 
future prodigy shall take. 

This forcefulness of character 
made Letizia rise always to the de- 
mands of the oecasion. She took the 
part of Dowager-Empress so easily 
that the Royal Families and govern- 
ments of Europe deferred to her with 
corresponding unself - consciousness. 
When the tide began to turn, she took 
the reverses as she had taken the flood 
—with equanimity. The picture of 
her sharing her son’s first exile in 
Elba will startle many readers of 
Miss Monica Stirling’s fully docu- 
mented and well-written biography, 
A Pride of Lions (Collins, 28s.). 
‘Letizia spent money with such 
uncharacteristic lavishness in Elba 
that Napoleon contributed nothing to 
her household expenses, telling Bert- 
rand that to let her pay all her own 
bills was the sole way to restrain her. 
Not only did she spend lavishly, but 
as the French Government never paid 
the income promised to Napoleon, she 
gave a sum Baron Larrey estimates 
at 500,000 piastres towards the up- 
keep of the Old Guard. When old 
soldiers reached Elba and found no 
place for themselves in the small 
garrison, she insisted on seeing them 
before they left and giving money to 
each one. In October she sent one of 
her ladies-in-waiting to Rome for her 


- 
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diamonds; these she offered to Napo- 
leon, who, much touched, refused to 
accept more than a buckle for his 
sword-belt.’” 

That passage is typical of the 
between-the-lines history that Miss 
Stirling reveals in this story of an 
indomitable woman, whose royalty 
was something native, a singular 
energy that she must have imparted 
to her son’s blood-stream to make him 
what he was. 


THE WORLD OF WOMEN’S 
MAGAZINES 

In another and more miniature 
wor.d Mrs. Robert Henrey displays 
that quality of indomitability. She 
has written some seventeen books, 
over the past 25 years, most of them 
spun upon the spindle of auto- 
biography, and their interest rarely 
slackens. I was enchanted by her 
first book, A Farm in Normandy, 
which instantly displayed her faculty 
for raising personal gossip to a plat- 
form of permanence. And she did 
this by being curious. That curiosity 
survives as she matures, and I sus- 
pect that to the end of her life she 
will never know a moment’s ennui, 


so deeply is she concerned with the | 


drama of the passing moment, and 
the surprises of human contacts, the 
oddities, the intrigues, the little 
heroisms and skulduggeries of men, 
women, dogs and sparrows. 

Her work is deceptively simple; 
but look at this passage from the first 
page of her new book, The Dream 
Makers (Dent, 21s.), that deals with 
the fortunes and activities of people 
who work on women’s glossy maga- 
zines of astronomical circulations: 
“Tt is a great mistake to believe that 
a long spell in the country necessarily 
brings happiness. I like to watch 
cows ambling across my orchard... . 
but in some moods one may begin to 
feel, after the first enthusiasm, that 
the day-to-day joys of the country 
are merely a foretaste of the grave. 
So I hurried back to London.’’ 

After that statement, so reminis- 
cent of Millamant as voiced by Edith 
Evans, the reader is ready for what 
comes next, and is not surprised when 
she meets a young woman from Paris, 
a dress designer, who advises her: 
“Never give in to the opinion of 
others. If you do, either for money 
or out of fear, you will lose your ace 
card, the confidence you have in your 
own ability.’”’ That advice was, I 
suspect, a case of carrying coals to 
Newcastle. 


THE MAN WHO ROSE FROM 
A NEW YORK GUTTER 


Richard Condon, author of The 
Manchurian Candidate, has all the 
appearance of a star rising on the 
American literary horizon. His new 
novel, Some Angry Angel (Michael 
Joseph, 21s.), is rightly sub-titled by 
him A Mid-century Faerie Tale, for 
it deals, in an almost allegorical way, 
with certain elementary passions, 
notably that one which makes men 
want to eat their cake and have it 
too. His hero rises from the New 
York gutter to fame and riches as a 
newspaper columnist. He marries a 
press-tycoon’s only daughter, whom 
he really loves. But he takes a mis- 
tress and his father-in-law finds out.
